In the atitumn of 1107 ha re¬ 
ceived two caaoes loaded with goods, 
and two cferkr. one of them being Mr. 
Quesnel. subsequently member for 
Montreal. . These gentlemen brought 
dispatches from the company, recom¬ 
mending Mr. Frttt*r to trace with all 
passible speed the Great rlv*f to the 
sea. being apprehensive that the Am¬ 
ericans would get po s se ss ion of that 
Terrfforjr before the British, particu¬ 
larly as In the previous year. IMf, Cap-_ 
tain* I^wtt* and Flark had gone down 
the Columbia and were extending Am¬ 
erican authority along the Western 
coast of America. Astor. on the part 
of the Americans, was also looking 
anxiously towards th*t. section. The 
company, therefore, urged Mr. Fraser 
to spare no expense In achieving the 
object In view. 

In the summer, of 1»7 Tie built an¬ 
other trading house on the Fraser river 
in about latitude 54. In May. 1808. 
he started from Stewart's lake with 
four cAnoe8 and sixteen m en, ex clusive 
of Messrs. Stewart and QusstteT," leav¬ 
ing Mr. Ferres and two men In charge 
of a p«»t at the mouth of the Stewart 
river. 

He reached the ocean early In July, 
and remained buL a short time there 
on account of the hostility of th# In¬ 
dians. From the time he left Ferres 
until he arrived at the, sea he met 
several large bodies of Indians, speak¬ 
ing different language*. They assem¬ 
bled to see the w on de rful pal e fac ee 
that had come amongst them. An 
idea may be formed of how they re¬ 
garded white men from the fact that 
when hundreds of them were congre¬ 
gated together, at a discharge of a 
single gun they would all fall upon 
thalr faces on the ground, so great was 
their astonishment and terror. 

Those few notes gleaned from hla 
papers go to show that to Mr. Himon 
Fraser reverts the hopor of having 
been the flrst white men to navigate 
the waters of the great river which 
bears his name, that It was he who 
g#ve the name of New Caledonia to, 
the country through which the rlvef 
flows, and finally, that It wai the en¬ 
terprise and exertion of Mr. Fraser 
that secured to the British Crown the 
timely possession of that territory
